The text of the address follows: 

I come before you at the opening of the regular session 
of the 73rd congress, not to make requests for special o1 
detailed items of legislation; I come, rather, to counsel with 
you, who, like myself, have been selected to carry out a man- 
date of the whole people, in order that without partisanship 
you and I may co-operate to continue the restoration of our 
national well-being and, equally important, to build on the 
ruins of the past a new structure designed better to meet 
the present problems of modern civilization. 


RELATIONS OF INDUSTRY 

Such a structure includes not only the relations of 
industry and agriculture and finance to each other, but also 
the effect which all of these three have on our individual 
citizens and on the whole people of a nation. 

Now that we are definitely in the progress of recovery, 
lines have been rightly drawn between those to whom this 
recovery means a return to old methods--and the number 
of these people is small—and those for whom recovery means 
a reform of many old methods, a permanent readjustment of 
many of our ways of thinking and therefore of many of our 
social and economic arrangements. 

CANNOT GO BACK : 

Civilization can not go back; civilization must not stand 
still. We have undertaken new methods. It is our task to 
perfect, to improve, to alter when necessary, but in all cases 
to go forward. To consolidate what we are doing, to make 
our economic and social structure capable of dealing with 
modern life is the joint task of the legislative, the judicial. 
and the executive branches of the national government. 

Without regard to party, the overwhelming majority of 
our people seeks a greater opportunity for humanity to 
prosper and find happiness. They recognize that human 
welfare has not increased and does not increase through 
mere materialism and luxury, but that it does progress 
through integrity, unselfishness, responsibility and justice.

It thereby under-cuts the six cent a bushel 
preference which Canadian wheat secured in 
Britain under the new trading agreement. The 
Argentine farmer, after paying the duty, will 
get more for his wheat in his own currency than 
the Canadian wheat grower will get in Cana 
dian money. And the currency he gets will go 
precisely as far in paying debts and buying 
goods in the Argentine as Canadian money goes 
in Canada. 

Canadians have been told in solemn tones 
that Canada must not increase the amount of its 
money, lest that should start the nations in a 
“race of inflation.” The flaw in that argument 
is that the race is on, and Canada is left stand- 
ing at the post. 

From Sweden to Australia and from China to 
the Argentine business is now being done with 
money re-adapted to meet depression conditions 
and bring prices and debts somewhat into rela- 
tion, while Canada stands in pompous impotence 
telling its competitors they really should not do 
that sort of thing. 

This business of setting the world an example 
it has no intention of following is ruinously 
expensive and hopelessly ineffective. While 
Ottawa preaches what it imagines to be the 
eternal verities of economics our competitors 
have occupied our markets, annexed our 
customers, are selling their goods, paying their 
debts, and getting away to a start in the re- 
covery race that will take us years to overcome. 


BILLIONS FOR RECOVERY 


At Washington the reconstruction finance 
corporation needs another billion dollars. It 
will get the money; no doubt about that. This 


brings the estimates of emergency recovery 
expenditures up to $34,000,000,000. Congress at 
the present session will be asked to vote 


$6,000,000,000 of the amount. Which it will do. 


It seems clear enough that one of two things 
is true. Either the Government of the United 
States is “crazy” or the governments of other 
countries—Canada included—will have to prove 
that they are not. For of the democratic coun- 
tries, the United States alone has undertaken to 
fight the depression directly by exerting the 
national authority and strength. Elsewhere, as 
in Canada, things are being allowed to drift, in 
hope that they will drift into better times; or 
at best are being influenced indirectly by shifts 
of money policy, as in Britain, Australia and 
Sweden. 

The methods of President Roosevelt may be 
doubted; he is none too certain of them him- 
self. But no one can question the spirit of high 
courage and resolution with which he has at- 
tacked the problem and infused the nation. And 
in the Jong roll of human history it has been 
the spirit, not the method, that has made nations 
great. 

The NRA may fail. What cannot fail is the 
awakened determination of the American people 
that they will find a way out of their difficulties. 
Whatever change of plans may be necessary, the 
goal will be reached somehow, and the condi- 
tion established that every industrious man 
shall be able to find at all times employment 
at a wage high enough to support himself and 
his family. 

Whoever doubts that cannot have pondered 
what the voting of $34,000,000,000 of public 
money for a “recovery pregram” signifies, Our 
neighbors mean business, and intend to get 
results. 


THE BASIS OF POLICY 

Premier Bennett extended New Year greet- 
ings to the people of Canada in terms which 
have been characteristic of his speeches since 
the platform of promises collapsed, and which 
are appropriate to the situation created by the 
breakdown of his depression policies. He wished 
them well, cautioned them against expecting too 
much, end announced no plans to help realize 
the modified measure of betterment he pre- 
dicted, 


There were, the Premier stated, definite 
evidences of some improvements in world cone 
ditions, which would naturally react to enlarge 


Canada’s export trade, and therefore to increase 
employment in the related lines of productive 
industry; had in fact already reacted to stimu- 
late employment in certain branche: 

Beyond this process of induced, conditional 
and spasmodic improvement through the easing 
of world conditions, Mr. Bennett had nothing 
to say as to the outlook. If he has in mind a 
construction policy, any sort of a domestic re- 
covery program, or a recasting of tariffs to 
encourage foreign trade, he kept the information 
strictly to himself, at a time when the announce-

ment would have been appropriate and haled 
with satisfaction by an exasperated people, 
One other piece of information, or expression 
of opinion, the Premier tendered his hearers. 
It is that the period of prosperity which Cana- 
dians enjoyed prior to 1930 was an “orgy of 
extravagance, private and public.” This of 


course is in harmony with his previous admoni- | 


tions to the publie to “tighten their belts,” and 
reconcile themselves to the conditions in which 
they now live, move and have their being. 

If this means anything at all, it means that 
the money which Canadians were receiving and 
spending in the latter years of the last decade 
was money to which they were not and could not 
be normally entitled; that the standard of living 
they then developed was a scale of living to 
which they have no right to aspire as a perman- 
ent condition; and that the measure of prosperity 
which then came to them is one they cannot 
expect to see return, save in times of wild 
speculation and uncontrolled booms. 

All this is strictly in keeping with what Mr. 
Bennett said on his recent tour of the western 
provinces, and in keeping also with the nature 
and purpose of the policies by which he has 
directed his conduct of the national affairs, 
Unbelievable as they are to most people, Mr, 
Bennett really believes these things. He can see 
no way by which the multiplied productivity 
of this age of research, skill and machinery can 
be made to result in a correspondingly higher 
scale of living for the masses. To the vast 
majority, a time of plenty must mean grinding 
labor, small pay, and poor living; that is what 
the philosophy amounts to. 

That is why, coming from the Premier of 
Canada, this New Year message is one to invite 
despair and incite protest, rather than to en- 
courage hope and arouse confidence. If these 
are Mr. Bennett’s convictions, and no one may 
doubt that, the only hope for recovery, and the 
only course of even safety, lies in parliament 
forcing a general election without further delay.

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The Passing Show

Reports from all parts of the country show 
that Christmas, 1933, was far from being a time 
of peace on earth and goodwill toward men. 
Edmonton alone records two murders, an alleged 
attempted murder and suicide and a young girl 
killed by a truck. In Calgary three were 
asphyxiated. In Vancouver three were killed 
by automobiles, 

All the way across Canada there was an 
unusual death toll, One of the most tragic was 
in Nova Scotia, where a 64-year-old church 
sexton was found dead near a Christmas tree 
he had decorated for his children, with an empty 
rum bottle by his side. How many of the 
Christmastide horrors can be attributed to 
secking the wrong kind of Christmas spirit? 

Even an archbishop in his chureh, clad in 
canonicals, wasn’t proof against assassination 
by political enemies in a New York church, He 
is one of the 200-o0dd who died from crime or 
misadventure over the Christmas celebrations 
in Uniied States, 

Most shocking of all was the killing of the 
200 persons and maiming of 300 others in the 
French train wreck where one train filled with 
Christmas home-comers crashed at high speed 
into another, making Christmas Day a time of 
sorrow instead of gladness.

Most ironical of the Christmas sorrowers— 
if a martyr can feel sorrow—is General Owen 
O'Dufly, who leads the United Ireland party in 
the Irish Free State. He languished in jail be- 
cause he wore a blue shirt. 

Time was in Ireland when, according to the 
old song, men and women were hanged “for 
the Wearin’ o’ the Green.” General O’Dufly 
was arrested and thrown into prison by Presi- 
dent De Valera’s orders for “the Wearin’ o’ the 
Blue.” This offers excellent opportunities for 
provincial premiers in Canada to get rid of 
troublesome opposition leaders, who may wear 
white, grey, blue, green, yellow, clean or dirty 
shirts. The Criminal Code will take care of the 
rascal if he is tricky and thinks he can beat the 
game by appearing in public without any kind 
of a shirt at all. 

Anything that advances the effectiveness of 
the healing art is of paramount interest. From 
the time sick people were lcshed or prayed over 
tu “drive out the devils” by the early physi- 
cians, there has been through the ages a steady 
advance through drugging, bleeding, carving 
and vaccinating. Sanitation, sterilization of 
wounds and aseptic treatments have greatly 
helped Nature in her healing processes. 

A few months ago I told in this 
of the new medical movement in Great Britain, 
headed by the great research doctor, Prof. O, A. 
Newell. Two thousand British doctors joined 
with him to form the National Health League. 

The major breach between the National 
Health League physicians and the British Medi- 
cal Association is over the germ theory of 
disease. It has long been accepted that germs 
are the cause of disease. Prof. Newell, who 
heads the bio-chemical school, holds that the 
increase of bacteria germs is a symptom of 
disease, not the cause. The cause, he maintains, 
the lowering of bodily resistance through 
faulty diet, insanitation, bodily excesses, bad 
mental habits, lack of hygiene, etc., which affect 
the metabolism of the body and the chemical 
balance of the blood. 

The outeome of the contest between the rival 
medical schools is sure to be of benefit to the 
public. Hippocrates, the founder of Greek medi- 
cine, started with the assertion that “the only 
authoritative thing is a fact.” In the conflict of 
ideas Truth is revealed.

According to the London newspapers, Prof. 
Newell has developed a wireless device to pro- 
ject rays of the same frequency rates as those 
given off by bacteria taken from patients suf- 
fering from different diseases. These have been 
found to have different wave lengths according 
to the different character of the bacteria. Ap- 
parently the device is of extreme sensitiveness, 
for the article in the London Dispatch says: 

“These bacteria send out rays so strong 
that in some cases they swing the needle of 

a galvanometer at ranges up to 48 feet.” 

The wave lengths of the bacteria, it is stated, 
have been reproduced and send out by wire- 
less, and have the same effect as the bacteria. 

The rays are referred to as “life-death” rays, 
because it is said they can be used to destroy 
humans, animals and crops the same as bac- 
teria, or they can be used for neutralizing plague 
conditions and fostering healthier animal and 
plant life. Needless to point out that biologically, 
human beings are “animals,” 

Research from motives of pure science in the 
structure of the atom gave the world the elec- 
tronic theory. The electronic theory placed 
radios in nearly every home and enabled people 
in Canada to hear the bells of Bethlehem mingle 
with services from London and New York on 
Christmas Eve. It would be less remarkable 
if it brought the means of health within easier 
reach. 

People who have not bothered to compre- 
hend the electronic theory of matter usually 
understand something of the nature of the 
X-ray, and the medical and industrial uses of 
the violet and infra red rays. Abrams of San 
Francisco pioneered in the same field as that in 
which Prof. Newell is announcing his recent 
discoveries. Newell may yet succeed in obtain- 
ing recognition for the electronic diagnosis and 
treatment where Abrams met only persecution, 
Michael Servetus who first announced that 
blood circulated through the body was burned 
to death in the market-place at Geneva for 
his “heresy.” Semmelweiss, who tried to stem 
the ravages of puerperal fever by requiring 
medical students to wash their hands when 
leaving the dissecting rooms to jattend on 
lying-in cases, was dismissed from his position 
as hospital superintendent in Vienna for his 
daring and impertinent suggestion, Yet Sem- 
melweiss was vindicated half a century later 
by Lister, who was acclaimed as the father of 
aseptic knowledge, and given a peerage.

Asthma Can Be Cured 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


One of the mysteries of medicine is why most 
attacks of bronchial asthma come on at night, I 
have observed, and my observations are sup- 
ported by those of many doctors, that it is the 
rule for the patient to have his attacks at night 
and seldom in the daytime. The strange part ot 
it is, that if the patient be- 
comes a night watchman and 
works at night, the attacks 
then switch over and occur 
during the day. 

The name asthma means 
“panting,” and was applied 
because the patient who is 
undergoing an attack literally

ma, the patient lives through them, and deaths 


from asthma are so rare as to be almost un- 
known. In the majority of cases, mild asthma 
will actually seem to lengthen life and the 
asthmatic often lives a little longer than the 
average person, providing he uses reasonable 
care in his way of living. 

The number of cases with asthma who report 
to a hospital is very low and most cases are 
seen by the family duciuy who is called to the 
home during the height of the attack. It has 
been estimated that twelve million days are lost 
from work in America each year, due to attacks 
of asthma, but I would question these figures, 
as it has been my experience that most of the 
attacks occur at night, the patient feels cmo- 
fortable as soon as they are over, and he would 
be able to work the next day. 

About half a million patients in America are 
said to have bronchial asthma; however, I would 
like to have you forget all about this large num- 
ber and I am going to pick out one man or 
woman having an average attack of asthma and 
talk to you about that person. It would be an

about that one person with me, or you could 
take your own case and keep that uppermost in 
your mind. 

Suppose you were sitting beside my desk and 
you were telling me about your last attack of 
asthma. Probably you would want to tell me of 
the remedies you have tried; you would also 
tell me about how long you have been having 
asthma, and I would listen. You would then ask, 
“Can asthma be cured,” for after all, with your 
own case in mind, thig is the one thing you want 
to know. The answer to this is that I have found 
asthma a 100 yer cent curab!~ disease. That is, 
if you used the right treatment, it would be my 
opinion that your chances of becoming cured are 
100 per cent good, Advanced cases seem to im- 
prove just as readily as those just beginning. I 
do not know of a single case coming under my 
observation and direct control where the cure 
was not complete and permanent if the patient 
followed instructions carefully and for a suffi- 
cient length of time. The cure may be made 
more rapid if special physio-therapy treatments 
are used in addition to the dietetic treatment. 

I have seen case after case where the patient 
had been unable to sleep through the night on 
account of th distressing attacks of asthma, only 
to find that on the night following the firs: day’s 
treatment he was able to sleep soundly. 

The cure of asthma depends upon the remov- 
al of the tl main causes of the disease. These 
are: 1—excessive gas pressure against the dia- 
phragm; 2—tendency toward a weak diaphragm 
a5 the aciion of the large muscle used in breath- 
ing is unusually poor in those who develop 
asthma; 3—an excessive formation of mucus in 
the bronchial tubes, together with swelling of 
the mucuous membrane lining the tubes which 
results in making them narrower.

ANSWER: Your child probably has especial- 
ly sensitive nasal membranes and treatment 
may be necessary to bring about a firmer tone 
to these structures, Go to a doctor who uses the 
localized ultra-violet light treatment. This treat- 
ment consists of raying the inside of the nose 
with actinic light. It is just the same as using 
concentrated sunlight. If you cannot find a doc- 
tor who has this equipment, go to a nose special- 
ist who can give you some remedy you can 
apply several times daily to toughen the sensi- 
tive membranes, 

QUESTION: C. C, C, asks: “Will you please 
state the underlying causes of hay fever?” 

ANSWER: Hay fever is primarily caused by 
a condition of acidosis in the body, which comes 
entirely from using wrong food, or food in bad 
combinations, You may have a complete article 
on this trouble by forwarding a large, self-ad- 
dressed envelope with your request.

Did you ever have lunch with nine murderers? 
them all at the same time? 

Would you believe that there are only six convicts on 
the infamous Devil's Island and that each one of these has 
a bungalow to himself and is subject to no discipline 
whatever? 

Did you ever hear the story of the woman who spent 
20 years among thousands of convicts spread through 
French Guiana’s twelve penitentiaries without her sex 
being discovered ? 

Would you like to read about the busiest coffin in all 
the world; a coffin from which more than 2,000 men have 
been buried, yet it’s still in use? 

Did you know that the belle of Devil's Island is an 

Edmonton girl, blonde and blue-eyed? 

Did you know that a Canadian doctor is, or soon will 
be, health officer for the interior of the convict colony? 

Did you know that there are only 30 free whites in all 
French Guiana who are not connected with the govern- 
ment yet five of these are Canadians? 

These are a few of the many things I managed to dig 
up in a high speed air voyage to and from the most 
astounding and astonishing convict camp in the world. A 
trip that finds me now busy writing the stories which will 
appear this week in The Edmonton Bulletin, commencing 
Thursday. 

T stayed longer in and around the colony than any other 
newspaperman and got, among other thins, the first de- 
tailed interview with the governor that was ever given. 

I got into the penitentiaries and out again. I played 
bridge and stud poker with convicts at a mahogany table 
under the palm trees. We all sipped French wines while 
playing. Yet these men were convicts in stripes, every man 
a murderer, 

I made a round with the doctor and helped at the birth 
of a baby; a Chinese baby with an Arab father. I saw a 
big wedding at which every guest was in full evening 
clothes. Not dinner jackets, if you please, but tails a boiled 
shirt and a white tie, on Devil's Island! 

Horrors there were too. Lots of horrors. Some hor- 
rors V'll never be able to write. But I also saw convicts 
in uniform playing tennis.
